Difficult Task of the War. 


'ENEMY POUNDING EACH WING 


German Com mander Must Crush the 
Russians W est of W arsaw and Do 
It Quickly, or Be In Danger on AU 
Sides— Russian Situation In Poland 
Improving, According to Late D is­ 
patches From Petrograd. 


London, Der*. 24. — Russian troops 
cr** invading East Prussia from the 
south and are Again approaching Cra­ 
cow from tin* no)th aud east. 
The 
Germans in** said to be reduced to 
the necessity of breaking the Russian 
center in front of W arsaw within a 
very few days or of retiring from Po­ 
land. 
The news from Petrograd is that 
Marshal Von Hinderburg's mum army 
bas m ade no appreciable progress in 
driving the Russians from tie* Bzura 
aud the Havka rivers, and that tin

won severe battles on the southern 
East Prussia frontier, and drove the 
Gormans over the frontier to the line 
of tin Niedenburg-Sohlaii-Lautenburg. 
They repulsed a German Counter at­ 
tack and continued the advance. 
If 
continued, the invasion of East Prus­ 
sia in this region will soon connect 
with the invasion of Gumblnnen and 
the head of the Masurian lakes. 
Only a decisive victory by the AUS* 
tro-German forces in southwest Po 
land and in Galicia can shatter the 
t o w strategical plan of the Russian 
commander -in-ohief. 
The critical opinion Is that Marshal 
Von Hind*nburg has before hint the 
greatest, most perilous task of t ie 
war. 
He must (rush the Russians 
west or Warsaw and do it quickly, or 
be in danger on all sides. 
While the Germans have thus far

to withdraw

“Father. ’ said Tail, “there is some­ 
thing I d like for Christmas, if you’ll 
give it to uh*.’* 
As the son a sk e d tin* question his 
father looked at tile boy over the rims 
of his spectacles in a grave way and 
asked: 
“What is that. my son?" 
"I want a theater," said Tad. 
“ Well, my boy, I don’t know that I 
have any objection,” said the presi­ 
dent. 
"There are plenty of them, I 
suppose, in the toy shops." 
"Oh, but I don t want a toy theater, 
protested the youngster. "I want a real 
one. 
There isn’t any reason why we 
shouldn’t have a theater in the White 
House." 
Mr. Lincoln was not at first disposed 
to take tho suggestion favorably, but 
Tad. who was his favorite child and 
at that time eleven years old, was per 
sistent. and at leugth the indulgent 
parent yielded.
